CONGRESS TO ACT PROMPTLY. 
Washington, Feb. 25—There was lit­ 
tle official news from Havana Thurs­ 
day, and an anxious expectancy which 
Impressed the most radical and reck­ 
less talkers. There has been little talk 
of the situation, for the people upon 
whom will rest the responsibility of ac­ 
tion aire waiting for the verdict of the 
jury now sitting on a small United 
States vessel in Havana harbor. It is 
everywhere in Washington regarded aa 
a most significant indication that the 
naval board of inquiry has some very 
important evidence of a delicate nature, 
which makes it necessary that secrecy 
shall be maintained until the 
court 
conclude its inquiry and make up its 
case, before such investigation may be* 
come impossible. 
The words of Senator Thurston in 
th e Senate aire regarded as most signifi­ 
cant. 
As one of the close friends of 
President McKinley, the Nebraska Sen­ 
ator said: 
“It is of the utmost im­ 
portance to the American people that 
the inquiry there shall be concluded 
peacefully, fully, and satisfactorily. If 
our Sv rained relations were to come to 
Bi crisis before that inquiry is complet­ 
ed, before the result is definitely 
known, before we are able to satisfy 
the world as to what caused that ter­ 
rible disaster, it would be most un­ 
fortunate.” 
The President has taken many Sen­ 
ators and Congressmen into his coun­ 
sels. He has shared with Senators and 
Representatives of the people the grave 
suspicion that the Maine was not de-1 
etroyed by accident. He is waiting to* 
the facts, not in fear, but with the hopi 
that these facts will not show that an­ 
other civilized nation has been guilty 
of the greatest and most horrible crime 
«ver known against this Nation. 
He realizes that the American people 
are inflamed to the point of going to 
war with Spain, whether he calls for 
troops or not. 
He also realizes that 
only the indisputable facts, as rep u t­ 
ed by the board of inquiry, will make 
the provocation of this government 
clear to all the world, so that its ac­ 
tion “will be so clear as to command 
the support and approval of the civil­ 
ized world.” 
President McKinley has an abiding 
faith in the American people, that they 
will wait, as he is waiting, until the 
facts are reported to him by the jury 
now gathering them. He is as anxious 
as anybody that the court complete its 
work as quickly as consistent with a 
full and fair investigation. When the 
facts are given to him officially he 
has assured his friends that he will 
give them to the people. 
There will he no star-chamber pro­ 
ceedings over the verdict. The investi­ 
gation must necessarily be secret, be­ 
cause it is carried on in a hostile 
harbor, or one that may immediately 
become hostile when the 
result 
is 
known. The government is moving In 
this matter with every precaution, that 
it may not be charged that the United 
States took a most important action 
on a mere suspicion.

Keel and Dower Plates Were Forced Up 
by Explosion. 
Havana, Via Key West, Fla., Feb. 
25.—There is no longer any reason to 
doubt that the battle-ship Maine was 
wrecked by the explosion of a 
sub­ 
marine mine, and that her magazines 
or boilers were not responsible for the 
beginning of the disaster. In fact, it 
is now conceded that the magazines 
had far less to do with the general j 
disaster than was supposed, and that 
the greatest havoc was wrought 
by 
the explosion under the warship. 
Ensign Powelson, it is said, discov­ 
ered that the forward part of the keel 
of the battle-ship, with its plate and 
ribs, was forced upward so much that 
parts of the double bottom of the ship 
projected out of the water, and 
in 
places the green paint of the hull was 
visible. 
The ten-inch and six-inch magazines 
were thrown from their original posi­ 
tions in -opposite directions, and diag­ 
onally with the line of the keel. The 
boilers forward were overturned and 
wrecked. 
It is positively stated that 
th*»re were no fires in these boilers at 
the time.

Consul-General Lee Adds Hts Opinion to 
Many Others. 
Washington, Feb. 
25.—When 
the 
correspondence now being prepared on 
the Cuban situation is sent to congress 
it will contain startling information, 
and none will be more surprising than 
the letter of Consul-General Lee, dated 
Dec. 13, in which he declares autono­ 
my is a failure. 
General Lee, after giving his posi­ 
tive opinion in regard to the Sagasta 
policy, discusses at length the condi­ 
tion of the island under Gen. Blanco, 
and gives his views of a new plan of 
government.

MOTIVES ASCRIBED TO HEDLEY. 


After Passing: the Revenue Bill and Con­ 
tinuing the Berry Police Investigating 
Committee the Lawmakers Go Home— 
Review of the Session. 
Spring^’cl, iii., p*:d. 25.—After pass­ 
ing the revenge bill in the house and 
senate, killing the McGinnis telephone 
bill in the house and the Harnsberger 
primary election bill in the senate, and 
extending the inquisitorial life of the 
Berry police investigating committee 
to the end of the year, the extra ses­ 
sion of the Fortieth general assembly 
adjourned sine die late Thursday after­ 
noon. 
The revenue bill had but a small 
majority. 
Not one of the seventy- 
eight votes recorded for the bill was 
Democratic, and three Republicans— 
Andrus, Glade and Lyon—sat in their 
seats, and in spite of the party lash 
refused to vote. In the senate Littler 
and Fort, two 
Republican 
senators, 
voted against the bill. The vote was: 
Yeas, 78; nays, 60. 
Maj. Buckner, in the house, intro­ 
duced a joint “civil-rights” resolution, 
which was adopted by both branches 
of the general assembly. It requested 
that senators and representatives in 
congress from Illinois do all in their 
power “to secure such legislation as 
may be necessary to insure to the col­ 
ored voters of the Southern states all 
those rights and privileges guaranteed 
by the United States constitution.” 
Maj. Buckner also introduced a res­ 
olution calling on congress to declare 
Lincoln’s 
birthday a national 
holi­ 
day. 
The last resolution presented in the 
senate was offered by Senator William 
J. O’Brien. It read as follows: “Re­ 
solved, by the senate of the state of 
Illinois, that we heartily approve of 
the endeavor of our representative in 
the United States senate, William E. 
Mason, to free the island of Cuba.” 
The resolution went over under the 
rules, and a few seconds after the sen­ 
ate adjourned. 
The special session of the legislature 
was called to order Dec. 7, 1897, or 
just eighty days ago. It was called to 
make a new senatorial reapportion­ 
ment; to pass a revenue bill; to pass 
a primary election bill; to pass a met­ 
ropolitan police bill, and to appropri­ 
ate money for the soldiers* home at 
Quincy, and to enable the attorney 
general to defend the inheritance-tax 
law in the United States supreme court. 
With the exception of the police bill, 
every item mentioned in the governor’s 
call has been taken up and 
carried 
through to enacted legislation. 
It is 
estimated that the extra session cost 
$104,000, including the money paid for 
mileage and stationery for members. 
Gov. Tanner signed 
the Campbell 
“school-ma’am” bill. This is the meas­ 
ure which increases the proportion of 
school taxes in Cook county to be used 
for educational purposes from 2 to 2U 
per cent, the object being to enable the 
Chicago board of education to increase 
the salaries of teachers. 


Testimony Given at His Trial for Kill­ 
ing: Mayor Richards. 
Carlinville, 111., Feb. 25.—The de­ 
nouements in the Hedley manslaughter 
case are coming fast. The state has 
introduced witnesses who testified that 
Capt. Hedley had a strong motive oth­ 
er than self-defense in killing Mayor 
Richards of Bunker Hill. 
Hedley is 
married and has two grown daughters. 
Richards loved and desired to wed Miss 
Brown, but she refused. The evidence 
Thursday showed that the defendant 
and Miss Brown met repeatedly; that 
they were seen in each other’s arms 
kissing one another. The pastor and 
janitor of the Congregational church 
on the stand swore that they found 
Capt. Hedley and Miss Brown in the 
church with the door locked from the 
inside. 
Rev. Mr. Hertel testified that Hed­ 
ley told him not to worry if some one 
was killed; that he had the honor of 
two families to preserve. 
The state 
has more evidence to introduce. Court 
is adjourned till Monday.

Work of State Convention of the United 
Mine-Workers of America. 
Springfield, IIL, Feb. 25.—At Thurs- 
d-ay’s session of the state convention 
of the United Mine Workers of America 
the report of the committee on scale of 
wages was presented and adopted, and 
the joint conference of miners and op­ 
erators met and took up the discussion 
of the scale as submitted. 
The following resolutions were adopt­ 
ed: Imposing a fee of $20 upon all in­ 
experienced mi riel's as an initiation fee. 
that April I be declared a holiday and 
that labor meetings be held in every 
mining locality in the state to manifest 
appreciation of the result of the recent 
Chicago conference; that the agreement 
made at Chicago should be carried out 
and that moral and financial support 
be given all miners unable to secure 
work. 
The committee appointed to confei 
with the hoisting engineers regarding 
an affiliation reported favorably upon 
the proposition and recommended that 
all mining engineers join the hoisting 
engineer’s ociety’. 
A resolution was 
also adopted demanding that operators 
be compelled to lay all roads them­ 
selves or by their employes, instead ot 
the work being done by miners.
